Fiasco

WILMINGTON - The meeting 
started out normally enough. 

The April 8 Board of 
Selectmen meeting began with 
a public hearing regarding the 
transfer of a cable license from 
AT&T Broadband to AT&T 
Comcast Corporation. The 
hearing lasted a little less than 
two hours and provided 
Assistant Town Manager 
Jeffrey Hull with an opportuni- 
ty to pepper representatives 
with questions. A discussion of 
the Master Plan followed, in 
which Town Counsel Michael 
Newhouse explained to the 
board that he did not consider 
members of the Master Plan 
Committee to be municipal 
employees, a conclusion that 
suggests to him that conflicts of 
interest do not exist. Further 
along the meeting’s agenda, 
though, a development 
occurred that led to the most 
explosive episode in the board's 
recent history and resulted in 
the initiation of an investiga- 
tion by the Wilmington Police 
Department. 

When Town Manager Michael 
Caira presented to the board 
the letters that the town has 
recently received, he read into 
the record one that was written 
by Robert and Peter DePesa, 
who both own and operate 
Focaccia _—‘ Ristorante _in 
Wilmington. In the letter, the 
DePesas urged the selectmen to 
Taunch an investigation into 
Selectman Michael McCoy. 
The DePesas allege that 
Selectman McCoy offered 
money to any individuals who 
would file a suit against the 
town after its Board of Appeals 

‘anted the brothers a permit 

t would allow them to move 
forward with the implementa- 
tion of their restaurant 

The concerns of the DePesas 
arose when they learned 
through a column in The Lowell 
Sun on Sunday, March 31, that 
Cain had maintained that 
McCoy had offered him as 
much as $25,000 to file the suit. 
On Tuesday, April 2, the paper 
printed a retraction in which it 
reported that Cain had not 
mentioned any dollar figures 
when discussing the matter. 
Indeed, at the selectmen meet- 
ing on Monday night, Cain indi- 
cated that McCoy had only 
offered to pay for the expenses 
of the suit should Cain agree to 


Inwood 
Office Park 
scooped up 


at auction

WOBURN - Inwood Office 
Park, which, when built, will be 
accessed by commuters who 
must first pass through Route 
129 in Wilmington, was bought 
back at an auction for $10.3 mil- 
lion on Wednesday, April 3. The 
purchase was made by the orig- 
inal holder of the mortgage 
with Bank Midwest, which is 
the lending institution for the 
developer of the project. 

‘Three bidders actively partic- 
ipated in the auction, which 
began at $2 million and quickly 
escalated in $100,000 and 
$500,000 increments.

WILMINGTON - Despite a few 
minor objections over specifics, 
the Wilmington Master Plan 
garnered high marks from citi- 
zens and public officials at a 
public forum that was held on 
Tuesday, April 9, at Town Hall. 
Members of the Master Plan 
Committee presented a detailed 
overview of the 200-plus page 
study, including goals and rec- 
ommendations for sustainable 
growth of the community, after 
which the floor was opened up 
for questions. 

“There have been some 
growth patterns that haven't 
been in the best interest of the 
community,” said the commit- 
tee’s co-chair Kevin Brander. 
“Ones that have to change.” 

The Master Plan Committee 
(MPC), comprised of 24 mem- 
bers from various town boards 
and organizations, developed

Thousands raised to help nab killer

Now that six years have 
passed since the unsolved mur- 
der of Amy Sullivan and con- 
sciences have not talked, the 
deceased's parents, Barbara 
and Dennis, are hoping that 
money will. 

A comedy benefit held by the 
Sullivans at the Grill 93 in 
Andover raised more than 
$4,000 on Sunday night, money 
that the Tewksbury residents 
plan to offer as a reward for 
information leading to the 
arrest and conviction of their 
daughter's killer. More than 
100 people attended the event at 
$10 a ticket, which, along with a 
raffle of items donated by local 
businesses, made the evening a 
success for the family. 

“We were hoping to get close 
to $5,000,” said Dennis. “But it 
could have been $100, so we're

grateful.” 

“All the people who helped 
make this possible - we are so 
grateful to everyone.” said 
Barbara Sullivan. 

The Sullivans are hopeful that 
the reward money will lead 
someone with information 
about their daughter's murder 
to come forward. Amy, who was 
17 at the time of her death, was 
killed in 1996. Her body was dis- 
covered behind a warehouse on 
Ballardvale Street in 
Wilmington. Her killer, howev 
er, has not been found 

“I really want someone to 
come forward, to really re-eval 
uate their values and morals, to 
know how much it affects a 
family,” said Barbara 

Through media attention and 
“word of mouth,” Dennis 
believes news of the reward will 
get around. 


Many people expressed their 
support for the Master Plan's 
goals and recommendations, 
and several pro-plan remarks 
were punctuated by applause.

Activities planned during Rabies Awareness Month 


TEWKSBURY - Israbiesa prob- 
lem in Tewksbury? Would you be 
surprised to learn that in Massa- 
chusetts (according to the Mass. 
Dept. of Public Health) more than 
3500 wild and domesticated ani- 
mals have tested positive for ra- 
bies since the fall of 1992? In Mas- 
sachusetts alone, thousands of pets 
are quarantined every year be- 
cause of exposure to potentially 
rabid animals. Additionally, each 
year hundreds of people must un- 
dergo rabies vaccinations because 
of bites or scratches from poten- 
tially rabid wild animals or stray 
pets, yet most of these exposures 
could be avoided by keeping dogs 
and cats up to date on rabies vac- 
cinations, by staying away from 
stray and wild animals, and by 
following other simple preventive 
measures. 

Governor Jane Swift has de- 
clared April to be Rabies Aware- 
ness Month. With the warm sum- 
mer months approaching, it is im- 
portant for Massachusetts citizens 
to recognize the threat rabies poses 
to themselves and their pets, and

Rabies is a frightening, fatal 
disease which is caused by a virus 
include raccoons, skunks, bats, 
woodchucks, and foxes. Over 2000 
raccoons and more than 1000 
skunks have tested positive for 
rabies since September, 1992 when 
the raccoon strain first entered 
Massachusetts. During the same 
time period, because of exposure 
to rabid wild animals, four dogs 
and 90 cats have tested positive for 
rabies, Rabid animals have been 
found in most every city and town 
in Massachusetts. No area is free 
from the risk of rabies. 

Rabies is preventable by fol- 
lowing these simple guidelines: 

1) Vaccinate your pets and keep 
them up to date. 

2) stay away from stray and 
wild animals 

3) Make sure that pet food and 
garbagearenotleft out where they 
can attract animals. Make sure 
trashcans left outside are tightly 
covered. 


4) Ifyouare bitten or scratched 
by an aniraal, wash the area thor- 
oughly with warm water and soap. 
Then contact a doctor. Also, con- 
tact the Board of Health. 

5) Use caution when handling a 
pet that has been in a fight with 
another animal. If possible, use 
gloves when handling your pet af- 
ter a direct encounter with a wild 
or stray animal. 

6) Beextra cautions about bats. 
Bat bites and scratches may be 
tiny, almost undetectable. If youor 
your children may have been bit- 
ten or scratched while asleep talk 
to your doctor. Bat proof your 
home. 

The most important means of 
controlling rabies in Tewksbury is 
you! This spring, remember to 
vaccinate your pets and use com- 
mon sense around stray and wild 
animals, You can help keep the 
problem of rabies under control.

Robert’s Rules of Disorder 


A complete collapse. 

It was an utter breakdown of order at the meeting of the Wilmington 
Board of Selectmen on Monday night. The wheels came off the wagon. 
All hell broke loose. Class gave way to crass as selectmen pointed 
fingers, evaded questions, made allegations, fired back denials, 
backpeddled, turned purple and all but called the cops on each other. 
Oh. Wait. Come to think of it, the police did show up, if only to honor 
Selectman Michael McCoy’s request that he be escorted to his car. 

It wasn't pretty, and here's a rundown on the lowdown, the very low 
down. At one point during the meeting, Town Manager Michael Caira 
read into the record a letter from Robert and Peter DePesa, who both 
own and operate Focaccia Ristorante here in town. In the letter, the 
Brothers DePesa called for an investigation by the State Ethics 
Commission of Selectman McCoy, whom they allege offered money to 
Selectmen Chairman Robert Cain to file a suit against the town after a 
go had been given by the Board of Appeals for the restaurant to set up 
shop. The letter prompted a clarification by Chairman Cain, who 
mentioned that a recent column in another newspaper had gotten it 
wrong when it quoted him as saying that McCoy had offered him as 
much as $25,000. The allegations, especially when echoed by resident 
Brenda Finn, who maintains that she too had been approached by 
McCoy inthe late 1990s, provoked McCoy into labeling the whole matter 
as a bunch of . . . well, let’s just say he used a word that can’t be used 
ina family newspaper, but can be described as something you would do 
your best to sidestep if you found yourself standing behind a bull. 

The residents of Wilmington deserve better. Selectmen Scott 
Garrant, George Hooper and Robert Palmer carried themselves profes- 
sionally, but McCoy and Chairman Cain disgraced themselves and 
embarrassed the cot 

Selectman McCoy, who hopes tobe re-elected ina little less than two 
weeks, stated his defense with calm and composure at first but exploded 
into a rage when resident Finn stepped up the charges against him. 

As for Cain, he had to be asked three times by three different 
residents why he waited until the final month before Election Day to 
bring up the McCoy Money Offer that he alleges took place years ago. 
His answer, when he finally gave it? “Because, evidently, this is when 
it came up.” So much for a moral obligation to report the alleged 
misdeed when it happened. 

These two guys deserve each other. 

The Town Crier does a have a prediction to make. We forecast a 
backlash against Cain and Company that could promote a surge for 
McCoy and, perhaps, fellow selectman candidate Ravmond | enore, In 
fact, the candidate who could suffer politically could be Cain’s choice, 
George Hooper, which would be unfortunate because he has not been 
involved in the nastiness of this campaign season and he has occupied 
his seat on the board admirably. 

The reasons for our prediction are three-fold. For starters, the 
timing of the allegations made against McCoy is questionable. (Please 
note that we are commenting on the timing. The merits are being 
investigated by the Wilmington Police Department.) 

Second of all, McCoy seems to have successfully positioned himself 

as a selectman of the people. Indeed, he appears to be the one member 
on the board who is willing to rock the boat and put forth alternative 
points of view that prompt debate. His opponents, such as Garrant and 
Master Plan Committee Co-Chair Kevin Brander, who both emphati- 
cally reject his proposal for a five-year building moratorium, have been 
articulate, dignified and persuasive in their arguments. McCoy's 
political enemies, however, such as those who have compared him to 
Enron CEO Kenneth Lay and have called him such names as “hypo- 
crite,” have actually helped the embattled candidate by fanning the 
flames burning inside residents who are tired of the lawyers and 
developers whom they feel havea hold on their town. (McCoy, it should 
be said, engaged in a little bit of name calling and character smearing 
too, when at the meeting he called Cain a “liar” and said that he is “not 
a good man.”) 

And, lastly, some people seem to believe that an environment was 
created beforehand by Cain and others on Monday night that would 
potentially foster circumstances that could arise and provoke McCoy 
into blowing his stack and displaying the same temper that led McCoy 
to assault the chairman a little more than a decade ago. This does not 
excuse McCoy for taking the bait. He is completely responsible for his 
behavior. 

Cain failed in his capacity as chairman on Monday night because it 
is his responsibility to chart the course of the meeting. He should have 
never let matters get as badly as they did. When McCoy launched into 
his inappropriate tirade, Cain sat quietly and let his colleague’s boorish 
behavior play out. If it is not certain, then it is at least reasonable to 
figure that Cain, who supports Hooper for re-election, saw political 
benefits in sitting back and letting McCoy implode. 

Cain doesn’t have a gavel to bang on the table and call for order. No 
matter. He should have used his shoe. Instead, he permitted and 
presided over a three-ring circus in which sleazy politics reared its ugly 
head and completely reeked of . .. ah, come on, you know we can’t say 
that in a family newspaper.

And in doing that, she will run in 
honor of one of her students. 

Thirteen year old Wilmington 
native Kevin Cavanaugh has been 
diagnosed with a very rare im- 
mune system disease which has 
lefthim with aneye condition called 
Uveitis. 

Kevin's doctors have said that 
he is just one of 50 people in the 
entire country with the disease, 
including being just one of two 
teenagers who have it. The other, 
named Jonathan from Maine, has 
become blind in one eye and has 
limited eyesight in the other. 

Lindstrom is hoping she can 
find away to help raise money to 
help defray the costs so doctors 
can find a cure to help Kevin. She 
figured a way to do that: partici- 
pate in something she loves to do, 
as well as organizing a fun event 
within the school. 

Lindstromand oneof her friends 
and co-workers Katie Downer, who 
is a computer teacher at the same 
school, came up with the idea of 
having a Hoop Shoot-out contest 
for all of the students. 

Thestudents can sponsor any of 
the 26 miles that Lindstrom is run- 
ning in for one dollar. With the 
dollar, each child gets to partici- 
pate in the shoot-out where they 
can win a prize, as well as receive 
a small sneaker cut-out where the 
kids can write a message to either 
Kevin or Lindstrom. 

“Kevin is one of my students,” 
said Lindstrom. “He's not able to 
come to school that often because 
he’s sick. I tutor him on a weekly 
basis and we've become really 
close. We figure that any money 
will help - even if it’s just a few 
bucks, itll help. 

“Kevin's an awesome kid, he's 
the best. He’s a sports fanatic and 
he loves the Patriots. We have a lot 
of fun. We goof off and chat about 
sports but we eventually get back 
on track. He’s the best kid.” 

Lindstrom has lived her entire 
life in Woburn. She was a three- 
sport athlete and was a member of 
the soccer and indoor and outdoor 
track teams. She graduated in 1993 


“After collegeshe became teacher 


at the Middle School teacher. She 
said during the cross country sea- 
son she started to run with her 
student-athletes. The runs became 
longer and longer and now she has 
a regiment of running 5 days a 
week, including long runs of 20 
miles or more. 

“(Recently) I ran the [Boston 
Marathon] course and I finished at 
Boston College so I know I can do 
it. I'm ready to go,” she joked. 


Lindstrom will be running in 
honor of Kevin and the Uveitis 
Foundation. Kevin's mother Mar- 
garet McKenna said she is over- 
whelmed by the support everyone 
has given her child. 

“I can’t say enough about the 
entire school,” said McKenna 
“They are all so easy to talk to. 
Kevin has two tutors, Gretchen 
and Jeannie Moose and both of 
them are so great to him. I give 
Gretchena lot of credit for running 
the marathon and what she's doing 
means a lot to Kevin. 

“She’s very good to him - they 
goof off and they have a lot of fun 
together. She's a special person. 
She’s really a character.” 


Last year Kevin was participat 
ing in the youth wrestling program 
and he was poked in the eye. The 
injury wouldn't heal over the next 
three weeks. Later on he had some 
blood work done and it was deter. 
mined then that he had this rare 
disease. 

“Kevin handles it very well,” 
said Margaret. “He’s been through 
a lot. He makes it easier for me to 
handle it because he handles it so 
well. It’s tough for him because he 
misses his friends, his misses schoo! 
and he misses playing his sports. 
Kevin's so easy going he has so 
many friends - I think this means 
the world to him.” 


Sales trying 


to pitch in

In her Wilmington home, 
Marian Sales keeps a stack of en- 
try numbers, collected from all of 
the road races in which she has 
competed. Somewhere in the pile 
is number 41498, and written on the 
back is a time, around 4:30. It is a 
souvenir from her first Boston 
Marathon. 

Six years have elapsed since 
then. In that time, Sales had con- 
sidered a return to the marathon, 
but because of time constraints 
and family obligations she never 
committed to the idea. Until now. 
With her mother battling an incur- 
able form of leukemia, Sales found 
a reason €6 feturn to the starting 
line. 

“This is the biggest one,” said 
Sales about the 106th Boston Mara- 
thon. “I've always wanted to do 
another marathon, and decided this 
was good way to raise money for 
(the Leukemia-Lymphoma) soci- 
ety, and at same time reach an- 
other goal for myself.” 

Although sheis running her sec- 
ond marathon, Sales did not spend 
her life pounding the pavement. A 
volleyball player for Newton North 
High School, she did not become 
interested in running until after 
she graduated from the University 
of Massachusetts at Amherst in 
1987. At the time, she was 5'-4" and 
weighed about 180 pounds. 

“I was really heavy, (which) 
was a motivation to get in shape,” 
said Sales. who also has asthma. 
“Through college I don’t think I 
really cared.” 

She started small, with one- or 
two-mile jogs. Eventually she 
bumped her mileage up to three 
miles per jog. With each day she 
gained more confidence and en- 
durance. After two years, she joined 
a running club, began entering 5- 
mile and 10-kilometer races, and 
had lost 50 pounds. 

“I was nervous the first day I 
ran, but I found it was my outlet, it 
naturally boosted my confidence 
and it was easy to fit in my sched- 
ule,” said Sales. “Running becarre 
like brushing my teeth.” 

Her first race was the annual 
Doc Linskey 5 Mile Road Race in 
Cambridge. Many more would fol- 
low, contributing to her stack of 
race numbers, with her finishing 
times written on the reverse side 
She subsequently ran in several 
races including the Feaster 5K in 
North Andover and the Tufts 10K 
in Boston. 

In 1995, a year before she com- 
peted in her first marathon, her 
mother was di: with chronic 
lymphocytic leukemia (CLL), a 
form of the disease which can 
“smolder” for several years before 
aggressive treatment is required 
According to Sales, a bone marrow 
transplant was ruled out because 
of her mother’s age, and this form 
of the disease does not respond to 
chemotherapy until it is “very ac- 
tive.” 

The following year she ran in 
the 100th Boston Marathon. She 
of her daily jogs, upto 17 miles, and 
decided the time was right. It was 
the fulfillment of a dream for Sales. 

She recalled the excitement of 


the start, the gradual downhill of 
the first 6 miles, and the sudden 
sharp incline once the runners 
reached Heartbreak Hill in New- 
ton. When she crested the race's 
most notorious uphill section, she 
was greeted by the sound of big 
drums and cheering Boston Col- 
lege students. But in her opinion, 
the highlight of the race was ap- 
proaching Wellesley College 

“You can hear the girls a mile- 
and-a-half before you get there. 
They are so loud you can't hear 
anything,” said Sales. “At that point 
you are four miles short of the 
hardest part of the race.” 

This year, she is working with 
trad ided in conjunction 
wil Society. The 
trainers have helped her overcome 
chronic hip pain, and supported 
her when she ran an 18 mile race 
despite being sick. Sheranas many 
as 20 miles per day 

She said past experience, and 
the trainers, have taught her that 
inorder to complete the marathon, 
runners must pace themselves. In 
particular, she said the long, 
gradual downhill at the start of the 
race, and the adrenaline rush run- 
ners get in the frenzied Wellesley 
College area, are where runners 
mistakenly open up their strides 
and pick up speed. 

“At the start of the race, your 
tank is full,” said Sales. “But is has 
to last over 26 miles. You don't 
want to use it all in the first six 
(miles).” 

Since her last marathon. her 
training has become more compli- 
cated - and her life more enriched 
-with the birth of her son Douglas, 
age 4. She had used a stroller, so 
she could run with Douglas, but he 
eventually outgrew what was origi- 
nally a morning ritual. Now that 
she juggles a full time job as a 
systems analyst, and motherhood, 
Sales has squeezed in her runs 
whenever her schedule allows. 

“Douglas loved going on runs 
with me, every morning we went 
around Wilmington,” said Sales. 
“I'mhoping he (eventually) learns 
toridea bike, so hecan accompany 
me again.” 

Anindication of how often Sales 
runs is her sneakers. Each year 
she goes through approximately 5- 
6 pairs of shoes. Since she began 
training seriously for the mara- 
thon last fall she has already used 
three pairs of her preferred brand, 
New Balance. 

“Pair number three came out 
before a 20-miler in March,” said 
Sales. “That's the pair I will wear 
(for the marathon). I make sure 
it’s formed to my foot.” 

According to Sales, her mother 
is healthy, but will have to undergo 
chemotherapy treatment for her 
CLL within the next year. Anyone 
wishing to support Sales, and give 
to the Leukemia Society, can mail 
contributions to PO Box 65 Wilm- 
ington MA 01887. 

When she lines up with over 
13,000 others at the starting line on 
Monday, there’s no telling what 
she will be thinking. She will have 
her mind on the race and her 
mother.

State College women’s soccer 
team, Dellascio is a two time all- 
star in the Mass. State College 
Athletic Conference (MASCAC) in 
1999 and 2000, and in 2001 was the 
conference's second-highest 
scorer and MVP. She is also a 
business major with a 3.1 GPA. 

In addition to personal acco- 
lades, Dellascioleadsa very young 
Salem State team. Last year the 
Vikings started seven freshman 
and no seniors in route to a 10-6-1 
record, the most successful sea- 
son since Dellascio arrived at Sa-

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Singing with the 
‘choir in Stoneham 


“While so many of us were 
rendered speechless by the 
horrific terrorist attacks on 
Sept. 11 and the days that fol- 
lowed, former Stoneham resi- 
dent Madolyn DiDonato sat 
down with a pen and found 
just the right words to cap- 
ture the turmoil and sadness 
that she felt within herself,” 
notes “The Stoneham 
I ” 

“The words turned into 
verses, the verses'grew into a 
poem, and the poem blos- 
somed into a song called 
‘Uniting the World’ 

“The song, which 
DiDonato has performed 
with fellow choir members at 
the Stoneham Methodist 
Church, where she has been 
an organist and music direc- 
tor for more than 20 years, 
was prompted by a request 
from a Hollywood record pro- 
ducer named Tom Hartman. 
Hartman, who is the execu- 
tive producer of HillTop 
Records in California, had 
created songs from 
DiDonato’s poems before. 
This time he was writing to 
her and other poets and ask- 
ing them to submit to him 
their works within 10 days, so 
that the best among them 
could be included on a CD 
that would memorialize the 
tragedies of that fateful day 
in September. 

“With the pressure of a 
deadline presenting her with 
new challenges, DiDonato sat 
down one day and wrote two 
verses. When she went to bed 
that night, she snapped 
awake at four in the morning 
with a tune in her head that 
would not go away, so she 
wrote the music for the vers- 
es. On the third day, ‘Uniting 
the World’ was in the mail 
and on its way to Tinseltown. 


“A week Tater, DiDonato 
wrote two more verses to the 
poem, ones that she would 
insert before the two that she 
had already written. When 
she presented the new mater- 
ial to her choir in Stoneham, 
they loved it, set it to music 
and practiced it. Soon after, 
DiDonato sent Hartman the 
two new verses to go with the 
ones that she sent his way a 
week earljer. 

“The first part of the 
poem sets the scene for the 
second part,’ says 
DiDonato.... It wasn’t long 
before Hartman wrote back 
to DiDonato and congratulat- 
ed her. ‘Uniting the World’ 
had been selected as one of 
the tracks on ‘Stand Tall 
America, the CD that was to 
be produced by Rulllpp 
Records...

Wanting to become involved, 
Russo put her talents at creat- 
ing a bi-annual newsletter to 
use for the Society and eventu- 
ally she was named to the exec- 
utive board and now serves in 
her second year as president of 
the group. 

"My commitment is to learn 
more about Stoneham and pass 
the stories on," she said.

Johnson has renovated the 
house, including the original 
columns that were part of the 
front of the building.

The Historic Commission 
awarded Johnson it's Heritage 
Award for the preservation 
work he has accomplished 
despite some difficulties in the 
original placement of the struc- 
ture before it was moved to its 
present site. 

For Russo, one participation 
can lead to another, as was the 
case with the Friends of the 
Stone Zoo. After the group 
accomplished its first goal to 
have the Zoo reopened they 

wanted to expand the use of the 
facility to more educational 
forums. However, they did not 
have an educator on the 
Committee. 


The Friends were 
approached by Dianne 
Edwards, the founder of 
NCECP with a fund raising 
idea. She was asked to become 
a member of the Friends and 
Russo struck-up a friendship 
with her. 

In 1995, Russo felt that her 
effectiveness in working with 
the Friends was lagging so she 
left that group to become a 
member of NCECP board and 
still works with that group 
today. The NCECP mission is 
such that its works not only 
benefit Stoneham but many 
area communities as well. 

As to the possibility for new 
projects in the future, Russo 
said, "My life is pretty full with 
what I am involved in now, but 
I never close any doors.” 

Her best advice to others is 
to strike a balance within their 
lives and make room for oppor- 
tunities to serve and get 
involved.

“Consumers should choose 
the proper ladder for the 
intended task. for example, if 
the ladder will be used near 
electrical sources, consumers 
should use a wood or fi 
ladder to reduce the possibility 
of electric shock,” says 
Drengenberg. 

Another crucial “step” is to 
always inspect the ladder 
before stepping on the first 
rung, Drengenburg adds. 
“Make sure the ladder has been 
well maintained, that the rungs 
are clean and all parts are 
intact - never climb on a slip- 
pery or shaky ladder.” 

Setting up the ladder cor-

“When planting the base of any 
ladder, place all feet on a firm, 
level surface, not on rocks or 
boards. Spreaders, the devices 
that hold the front and back 
sections of a stepladder in an 
open position, should be com- 
pletely open and locked before 
any weight is placed on the lad- 
der. If using an extension lad- 
der, don’t place the ladder at 
too extreme an angle. 
Remember, different ladders 
have different safety considera- 
tions,” Drengenburg advises. 

Finally, UL recommends 
that consumers follow several 
precautions to help prevent lad- 
der accidents:
